I've not been satisfied with the ratio of reading material to games 
in recent JIHADs. Others have made the same observation.

Leeder Polls ' 81 s Part X 

Polls fascinate me, as do statistics in general. I suppose it's rooted 
in the fact that I We always had an aptitude for numbers AND a strong 
competitive streak . 

The Leeder Poll is universally acknowledged as blessing and as curse 
in the hobby. Its annual results are cussed, discussed, dissected and spec- 
ulated about for months after they're published. 

Yes, I*m adding to a body of writing that doubtless is clogged with 
crap (as well as intelligent criticism) already. However, by taking a dis- 
passionate look at the raw numbers generated by this year ' s vote , I hope to 
bring a greater understanding of the process to everyone. Statistics are, 
after all, only as good as the interpretations given them. 

Perhaps the most frequently voiced criticism of the Leeder Polls is 
that they allow "grudge votes" i i.e. you can hurt a sine or GM that you 
dislike by voting "1" or "0" , This is perceived as somehow being "unfair" 
in some quarters ... though I feel that the negative comment is just as 
appropriate as the positive. Both have their place. 

Nevertheless, the grudge vote DOES have a large impact on occasion, 
and is always given more weight than it rightfully deserves. 

Let's take two examples from the '81 Polls and look at the true impact 
of a aero or two in action. 

Brutus Bulletin was the #3 sine in the *81 Leeder Poll. The numbers 
racked up by BB are impressive enough- — of 60 voters, 5^ voted "6" or higher, 
including ijo "10"s, and 58 of 60 voted or better. The other two voted 
"0" , so what happened? 

BB had a rather impressive ? . 95 rating as is. Without one of the zeroes, 
that rating would have risen to 8 . OS (and #2), and without both zeroes, KB 
could have been #1 at 8 . 22 . That's impact. . .especially when you look at what 
.27. of a point does in the middle of the lists. 

Lee Kendter, Sr, stands as the winner of the "Most Screwed Over By One 
Grudge Vote Award" for 1981, though. Hands down. 

Lee had 15 votes on his slate, including NINE "10" s — more than anyone 
except #1 John Daly, and more percentagewise than even John. He also had 
one "0" (nothing else under 4) which made the difference between 8. 20 for 
12th place and 8.79 for ^th ! 

For the Class of *80 poll I ran last year, I constructed an "adjusted 
average" (technical termi positional mean) based on the mean of the middle 
60?£ of each zine's/GM's votes. This measure accounts for all votes, while 
minimizing the distortions of extreme votes . Statistics buffs will recogrd z.e 
that it blends the characteristics of the mean and the median. 

I'll be using the "adjusted average" in some of the analyses on later 
pages in this issue.

1903 was a jiiosl; interesting year> for some more than others - Italy 
(Carrie) overextended to the west and paid the price when a not-so-loyal 
Austrian ally decided that Italy was one neighbor too many. 

Austria (Byrne ) demonstrated her expertise once again, eliminating 
yet another potential rival — and jumping to nine cent ers in the process . 
France probatly will not he an immediate probl em r so the question is where 
to go nest. Russia, also at nine and with two builds, may be too tough a 
nut to attempt just yet* This leaves Germany, which na.s been notably waf- 
fling between Prance and England, Also, Austria has been prowling the border 
for some time now. So my guess is that 'Black JacX' may reel he has been 
hit with one rather shortly. 

Turkey (Swider) at least went down gracefully, with a minimum of fuss 
once it was clear that the game was up . 

Ruspia (Mercer) has been coasting ^ust a bit , letting Austria jump 
out into new territory while he cleans up in the year. Some interesting 
games are being played with Germany and England. The former, understandably 
miffed at the sudden annexation of Belgium, graciously supports Russia 
into the North Sea--and takes a shot at Norway just to keep the Tsar 
honest. Clearly, there is no love lost In the- relationship. My guess is 
Austrian and Russian armies in Prussia , Silesia, Bohemia and Tyrol ia in 
the Spring, followed by a bit more serious discussion of old scores. 

Germany (Masters) would seem to be having problems peeping control of 
his fractious neighbors. The French attack appeared to finally be in gear, 
when all of a sudden England decides he prefers Belgium, to Brest. Meanwhile, 
Austria and Russia are clearing out the east and beginning to group on the 
border. Not a good situation for any powsr, for one as centrally located 
as Germany it could be disastrous. The only possible saving grace is the 
lack of Russian £ 1 eets in the north , provided his home centers can be de- 
fended on land, 

England (Guajardo) evidently bought French arguments on switching 
sides, only to find Prance switching against him on the next turn. This 
illustrates the dangers of waffling, particularly for a small power. It is 
true that Germany had been demonstrably more successful than England. On 
the other hand, the time lost, even if the switch is successful often 
outweighs the advantages. 

For France (Pearson), things are looking up, Austria thoughtfully 
disposed of the Italian threat in the south (and will not pose a real 
threat for a while herself with one or two fleets) . Meanwhile v apparently 
diplomatic success with England and then Germany eliminated the coordinated 
northern attack and gained a new ally, at least until Germany switches 
again . 

General prognosis: Germany will get jumped on this year. Austria 
and Russia really have nowhere else to go . England and France may jump in 
or continue a private grudge match on the sidelines. Austria will quietly 
begin to build up a navy for an eventual westward push, keeping a watchful 
eye on Russia all the same. If Russia should slip in the north, watch for 
th e Austrian shark to react once again to blood in the water .

Two things stood out in this listing--the incredibly close bunching 
from 6th to 12th place (7 sines within .15* ) ajnd the rise of Voice of Doom , 
certainly the sine most affected by low votes not near its average. 

Note that virtually all the top sines have their scores go up when the 
adjusted average is used. Not all of these zines have significant "grudge 
votes" , to be sure , but when your average is up to 7 • 5 or 8 , a single low 
vote has much more impact than a single high vote! When equal numbers of the 
lowest and highest votes are removed, therefore, so is a certain amount of 
"drag" . 

By and large, low votes aren't as big a thing with the sines as they 
are with GMs, because sines draw many more votes reducing the effect qf each 
individual vote .
